The Reason Why. 


The canal toll-exemption bill is making a record in our po- 


litical history that will long be remembered. Nothing like ine 
struggle over it, we think, has ever before^^ witnessed in 
the halls of Congress. The President goes to tte'Capilol, and 
asks House and Senate to repeal a law, that ha^been enacted 
after full deliberation—a law which the platform of his own 
party had .warmly commended. 
He tells the .Congress that 


they should reverse their policy without considering whether 
it had been right or wrong to establish it. The request was to 
be treated as sufficient in itself. 


Debate in the House did not bring to light the reason why 


Hhis supplication had been made. Nobody seemed to know. 
'Th'e'bill has gone to the Senate^where discussion 
is 
unre- 


stricted 
Perhaps the country will find out by and by what 


the reason really is. One thing is certain. The course which 
the President has seen tit to adopl-has put the country in a sit- 
uation of a most uncomfortable character. 


Foreign governments take notice that our chief executive 


appears to be more or less afraid. He has intimated that Con- 
gress had better do as he asks, or else there will be trouble. 
I 


Congress yields, and deprives our coatstwise vessels ot the ad- 
vantage thai they need, it will be said abroad that the step was 
taken'because something had frightened us. Such a phgh is 
something the American people are not used to. 
I his couniiy 


does not relish the love of prestige attendant upon such ex- 
traordinary behavior. 
; 


Ex-Secretary Olney, sometime ago, took his stand in lavoi 


of exemption for coastwise vessels; at least, he expressed the 
opinion that the United States can exercise the right notwith- 
standing the terms of the Hay-Paunceforie treaty. In a recent 
letter however, to a democratic member of Congress Iroir 
Massachusetts, this able statesman has advised the Congress 
man to stand by the President. Mr. Olney's reasoning seems 
lo be that the President knows more about our foreign affairs 
than does Congress; and when he tells Congress that repea 
1 


is needed in order to help him solve problems of our foreigi 
relations, it is best to be with the President and to vote as lie 


, requests. 


This advice lo be sure is all very well, only the President 


himself is secretive, and: does not let anybody know what rea- 
son exists for this most unheard of request. 
He talks in a 


mysterious.tone. His supporters on the floor of the House, 
and his spokesman in the Senate, deny thai the purpose is to 
please Great' Britain. They suggest that a reason is found in 
the fact that all foreign nations unite in thinking that the law 
is a violation'of our engagements under the treaty. 


If such in fact be the only reason, namely, that other na- 


tions construe the language of the treaty differently from what 
our statesmen and lawyers do, it follows that Mr. Olney's ad- 
vice does not carry much weight, after all. The truth is, the 
President, made a.mistake to treat of this subject in a public 
speech. If a secret reason of grave import exists, the proper 
course fo pursue, was to follow the time-honored custom. The 
President should have sent for the chairman of the Senate and 
House committees on' Foreign Affairs, and confided to them 
the information he possessed. They could quickly have set to 
work and Congress would have given due heed to their advice. 


However, erne good result has come from this attempt to 


change the policy of Congress. It has called forth an expres- 
sion of patriotic sentiment, at a season when some people had 
come to believe that such an exhibition of popular feeling was 
a thing of the past. Certain newspapers call it ''jingoism," 
but the epithet does no harm. 


The American people will honor their treaty obligations.' 


But they will not resolve the doubtfuHanguage of a treaty in 
favor of the other party, so as to help the President in dealing 
with delicate.questions with foreign nations. To do so would 
come top near a cowardly surrender. A veiled threat cannot 
influence out national conduct in any other way than lo make 
us stand all'the firmer for what we believe to be our.rights. 


Senator Gallinger has talked in the right strain on this sub- 


ject. He truly represents the overwhelming public sentiment 
of this state.- Democrats here, as well as republicans, applaud 
his'sound and patriotic utterances. There are encouraging 


. signs that the bill'will be defeated, as it deserves lo be. If it is 
—great credit will be due lo leading democrats who have stood 
by their parly platform, and have voted for the best interests 
of their country.
